Patrice Lumumba sent his police Tuesday to arrest 
United Nations officials he said were being used by 
“Belgian spies” and then decreed martial law in the 
Congo for a period of six months. 


Lumumba said that during that 
time the military regime would 
hold ‘“‘special military and _pos- 
sibly people’s tribunals which will 
hand down summary justice to 
troublemakers—be they black or 
white.” 


He threatened to seize Belgian 
assets in the Congo if the Congo- 
lese government does not recover 
what he called its “frozen patri- 
mony”’ within two weeks—a refer- 
ence to funds he claims Belgium 
owes to Congo. 


Lumumba met with the cabinet

Clarke County officials have reported 
slot machines and pinballs have been 
swept away there, an action which dem- 
onstrates the way any community should 
respond when the existence of gambling 
is called to its attention. 

' Marietta also has clamped the lid on 
coin-operated gaming devices, At last 
count there were two owners of federal 
gambling device stamps in McIntosh 
County as compared to seven at the end 
of the fiscal year. 

In connection with federal tax stamps, 
District Director Aubrey Ross of the In- 
ternal Revenue Service said some owners 
were operating with a $10 amusement 
device tax while their machines actually 
were being used for gaming purposes 
whieh calls for a $250 stamp. Others had 
purchased ne stamp at all for their gam- 
ing devices.

That will send the total to 35 million 
dollars—-not counting school bonds. 

In many ways, the past three years 
have been the most dynamic, progressive 
years in this city’s life. A full catalog of 
what the citizens of Atlanta have bought 
with that 35 million dollars would do 
credit to a city half again this size. Here 
are just a few of the signs of progress: 


Five urban renewal projects under 
way. A handsome new police station fin- 
ished. Miles of roads and streets and 
bridges. City Hall modernized. The pub- 
lic library expanded. New parks. One of 
mn finest air terminals anywhere nearly 

one. 

Less dramatic but just as important, 
there has been expansion of sewer and 
sanitation facilities.

WASHINGTON—Something new is happening 


in Washington, With the recess session of Con- > 
gress, the United States will be experimenting i 

with something very near to the parliamentary system of govern- 
ment. The essence of the parliamentary system is that the execu- 


tive officials of the government are drawn from the parliament, re- 
main members of the parliament and are directly responsible to 


parliament. 


Now, for the first time, the al- 
ternative future executive leaders 
of the American government will 
be active participants in Congress 
during a legislative session. 

As vice president, Nixon will be 


will be shaping Republican policy 
and directing Republican congres- 
sional strategy. 

As the~Democratic presidential 
team, Sen. Kennedy and Sen. 
Johnson will be the floor leaders 
of their party in the Senate and, 
in association with Speaker Sam 
Rayburn, will be vastly influen- 
tial with the Democratic leader- 
ship of the House of Representa- 
tives. 

This will be the first time the 
Democratic and Republican presi- 
dential nominees have ever faced 
each other on the floor of Con- 
gress. Since the results of this 
session of Congress will bear di- 
rectly on the outcome of the elec- 
tion, it will be an important con- 
frontation. 

The only basic difference be- 
tween this situation and the par- 
liamentary system as practiced in 
Canada, Britain, Germany and 
Scandinavia is that Nixon and 
Kennedy cannot be unseated as 


Party discipline is not as strong 
under the American political sys- 


Since the public image of both 
Kennedy and Nixon as effective 
political leaders will be at stake 
in Congress this month, it is hard 
to see how one or the other can 
fail to be hurt. 

There will, however, be one re- 
straint upon these partisan politi- 
cal tactics, If these maneuvers 
are allowed to frustrate urgent 
public business, measures which 
cannot safely be delayed, they 
are likely to annoy more voters 
than they please. 

The leadership and the party 
which puts first things first and 
politics second will, I believe, be 
most rewarded in November.

tective J. C. Smith: 

Mitchell and his wife were 
drinking and when the whisky 
made him mean, the Negro 
decked his woman. She got up 
and stabbed him in the throat. 

Notified from the hospital that 
Mitchell had died, Detective 
Smith booked the wife on a mur- 
der charge. It later developed 
that Mitchell was alive although 
Smith said he was told at one 
point that life had vanished for 
four minutes while the Negro 
was on the operating table. Doc- 
tors brought him back from the 
dead.

He was recently robbed, and 
almost before he could recover 
complete composure, a tractor- 
trailer truck crashed through 
his food store. “And it isn’t 
even a drive-in,” the owner said

prove so many things in a scientific laboratory. I told these young 
folks that many of the most important and meaningful things in 


our lives—like love, beauty, truth, 


loyalty and patriotism—cannot 


be proven according to the methods known to science. 


Yet we cling tenaciously to 
them for without them our lives 
would be empty. 

Many men have tried valiant- 
ly to “prove” that God exists. 
Theologians for centuries have 
wrestled with various doctrines 
and proofs. Philosophers men- 
tion a number of “‘classical 
proofs’ of God's existence. I 
have even known of scientists 
who have tried scientifically to 
prove or disprove God. 

But none of these noble at- 
tempts stirs me deeply. In this 
respect I am like our ancient 
spiritual ancestors of Israel who 
never questioned God’s exist- 
ence. Yet the whole tenor of 
their lives was shaped by their 
fundamental faith that there is 
a God who cared mightily for 
them. And what a difference 
that faith made in their lives 
and in the life of their nation!

TRIAL IN SEPTEMBER 

The inquest verdict, though ob- 
viously pleasing to the defense, 
doesn’t let the 56-year-old Burge 
off the indictment hook.

“On the night of the murder, I 
did not leave the Macon hospital; 

Regardless 
of what you people (the jury) 
may think of me, I did not kill 
my wife.” 

ATTORNEYS REQUESTED 

The inquest, which Burge’s at- 
torneys requested, has been 
billed as an effort by the defense 
to smoke out whatever evidence 
against Burge which Sol. Gen. 
William M. West and Macon de- 
tective chief W. H. Bargeron 
might have. 


They didn’t change their tack 
Tuesday, either, and the prime 
evidence offered by the state to 
link Burge with the murder was 
a fingerprint which Marshall 
Pearce of the detective identifi- 
cation bureau testified was 
Burge’s. 

Pearce said the print was lifted 
from the door of the hallway closet 
near Mrs. Burge’s bedroom on the 
morning—May 12—her body was 
discovered. He said the print was 
“a fresh one.”

“In a world 
girding for an 
atomic struggle, 
Bishep Hyland we find a group 
of nations dedicated to a purely 
materialistic philosophy, professed 
atheists, believing that might is 
right,”” said the Most Rev. Vin- 
cent S. Waters, Bishop of Raleigh, 
in his sermon at the Convention 
Mass. 


“These are mistaken but dedi- 
cated people... . On the other 
hand we find a group of nations 
which have become soft, weak, 
used to many comforts, who have 
largely forgotten their dedication 
to life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness,”’ the bishop continued. 


Robed Trappist monks from the 
Abbey of Our Lady of the Holy 
Ghost sang the Mass for the vis- 
iting Knights. It was the first 
time the monks have sung the 
Mass outside their monastery at 
Conyers. 


The black and white dressed 
monks sang a Gregorian chant in 
the Pontifical High Mass. This 
Mass is one which is celebrated 
by a bishop and takes place only 
On special occasions. 


Supreme Knight Luke E. Hart 
of New Haven, Conn., spoke at 
the banquet Tuesday night. 


NO COMPROMISE 


“We hear much about living 
with communism. There is no 
such possibility—no possibility of 
compromise with Communism, as 
our Popes have frequently re- 
minded us,’ Hart said. He re- 
minded the Knights that Commu- 
nists “‘resort to the classic device 
of striking the shepherd to scatter 
the flock.’"’ He referred to the 
persecution that priests and nuns 
had received at the hands of Com- 
munists the world over.

Let’s help those who need help 


You’re walking across a busy street and you see an elderly man 
stumble and fall. What do you do? If you're like 99 out of 
100 Americans, you help him to his feet. 


But if you see that same man crossing the street without 


any trouble, you let him go his own way. He doesn’t need help. 


He hasn’t asked for help. And if you offered it to him, 


chances are he’d resent it. 


Now helping others is the decent thing to do. But helping 


those who don’t need help doesn’t make much sense. 


Right now Congress is considering how it 
could go about helping our older people 
meet the costs of their health care. Our 
older citizens deserve every consideration. 
Certainly they are entitled to the chance to 
live their lives as fully as possible, with 
dignity and independence, with faith and 
pride in themselves. 


But every physician knows better than 
to think that all older people are sick. 
They aren’t. The great majority of them 
are in good health. Some are not. 


By the same token, al// of those over 65 
are not hardship cases. Some are needy. 
Most are not. 


As physicians, we deal with older people 
every day. And we believe that older people 
differ from younger people only to the ex- 
tent that they have celebrated a few more 


birthdays. We believe that the elderly must 
be treated as individuals because they are 
individuals —as different from each other 
as their fingerprints. 


The American Medical Association 
hopes Congress will keep these facts in 
mind if it enacts a law to help the aged 
pay the cost of health care. The AMA 
believes our nation, as well as its senior 
citizens, will best be served by a locally 
administered health aid program designed 
TO HELP THOSE WHO NEED HELP. 


A program that will do this is envisioned 
in Title VI (Medical Services for the Aged) 
of the Mills Bill (H. R. 12580, 86th Con- 
gress). Already passed by the House of 
Representatives, the Mills Bill is now up 
for further congressional consideration. As 
physicians and as citizens, the doctors of 
America urge its passage. | 


We do so because we are concerned 
about those among the aged whose health 
needs cannot be met through private re- 
sources, health insurance or prepayment 
plans. Title VI of the bill introduced by 
Rep. Wilbur Mills (D., Ark.) is the 
answer to the problems of this minority. 
It proposes a Federal grant-in-aid pro- 
gram for the needy and the near-needy — 
to be administered locally for the benefit 
of locally determined. beneficiaries. 


This bill will help those who really need 
help. And it allows those who don’t need 
help to maintain their independence. Fur- 
thermore, by calling for local administration, 
this program allows experts on the spot to 
tailor government help to individual need. 
This is important because medical care is a 
personal thing; it cannot be mass produced, 


or administered at long range. 


The American Medical Association en- 
thusiastically endorses the principle of 
helping those among the aging who need 
help. We are equally sincere in our 
opposition to legislative measures that 
approach the problem on a shotgun basis 
— with the idea of increasing repeatedly 
the Social Security tax in order to finance 
health benefits for EVERYONE who is 
covered by the Old Age, Survivors and 
Disability Insurance program, regardless 
of the individual's need. 


There are many serious hazards in using 
the Social Security approach to finance 
medical and hospital care for our older 
citizens. When government starts telling the 


doctor how to practice medicine; telling the 
nurses how to nurse; telling the hospital 
how to handle its patients — the quality of 
medical care is sure to decline. The cost of 
such a program eventually would be stag- 
gering, and would make a serious dent in 
the pay envelopes of millions of Americans 
covered by Social Security. Private voluntary 
health insurance, which has been doing such 
a magnificent job, would be undermined 
and, in time, destroyed. 


Most important, perhaps, is the fact that 
such an approach would be just the be- 
ginning of compulsory, government-run 
medical care for every man, woman and 
child in the United States. For it wouldn’t 
be long before the Federal Government 
would be lowering the age at which 
people would be eligible, and adding one 
costly service after another to a program 
that would place your health care under 
the Federal Government’s thumb, And 
let's not forget that our present health 
care is recognized to be the world’s finest. 


For the reasons stated here, and many 
more, the 178,000 physician-members of the 
American Medical Association strongly urge 
passage of Title VI of the Mills Bill and 
rejection of a compulsory Federal approach 
in any form. (Should you wish to know 
more about this problem, we suggest you 
discuss it with your family physician.) 


Let us, together, with common sense and 
a full recognition of our common obliga- 
tion, help those of the aging who need help.

NEW YORK (NANA)—Wilt Chamberlain, unre- 
tired again, comes back to the NBA and Philadelphia 
Warriors with a three-year contract which, at $60,000 
a year, plus fringe benefits, makes him the _ highest 
paid player on a professional team. 


The irony of his decision to resume his record-breaking career 
is that The Stilt never wanted to quit. He would not have picked up 
his erase last March if owner Eddie Gottlieb had agreed to a 
MRR : ' minor demand by Chamberlain which 
amounted to an eye-dropper’s worth in 
this ocean of dough.

Collins said he instructed his 
attorney to draw up the petition 
and hopes to file it within two 
weeks. 


After the meeting Collins told 
a reporter the first bill he plans 
to introduce in the House, if 
elected, is one outlawing the Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People in 
the state. 


The other 17 candidates who 
spoke called for improved roads, 
industrial development, better ap- 
portionment, and open schools. 
Most said the school issue was 
the most important. 


James A. Mackay, incumbent 
state reresentative, 
unfair, under existing state laws, 
for a school to close without the 
consent of the people who sup- 
ported it. His opponent, W. E. 
Baker Jr., said he agreed with 
him on that issue. 


KEY TO LOCAL OPTION? 


H. McKinley Conway, candidate 
for the State Senate, said indus- 
trial development was the key to 
local option on schools and the 
way to keep taxes down.
